Receipt of the Amendment, filed on February 25, 2008, is acknowledged. 

Cancellation of claims 6-17 has been entered. 

Claims 1-5 and 18 are pending in the instant application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 18 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
the flexible base layer is attached to a rigid flat plate during lamination of one or more of the first 
electrode layer, the EL layer, the second electrode layer and the flexible sealing layer to the 
flexible base layer; the flexible base layer is removed from the rigid flat plate prior to completion 
of the method; and the flexible base layer comprises a laminate of a thin glass sheet and a 
preformed protective plastic sheet, and has sufficient flexibility to be freely rolled and/or curved. 

Regarding claims 2-5 and 18, claims 2-5 and 18 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
